Selling pork at six cents, or six anda 
half a pound, has been a hard thing forthe 
farmers todo. Recently there has been a 
very gratifying advance in pork and all its 
products. All told, up to date, it has been 
full two dollars on pork, and about in the 
same ratio on pork products. Our Maine 
buyers have been reluctant to admit the ad- 
vance, and slow in accepting it, but they 
have had to come to it, and, where sellers 
have obliged them to do it, are paying a 
half to a cent better for round hogs than 
earlier in the season. There is a promising 
prospect for still better prices. 


Prof. Johnson, Farm Superintendent of 
the Michigan Agricultural College grounds, 
has grown artichokes for swine several 
successive years and is so well pleased with 
these roots that he is extending his arti- 
choke crop. The method of management 
has been to have a small patch of artichokes 
convenient to the swine pens, upon which 
the breeding sows were turned early in the 
spring and allowed to harvest the roots 
for themselves. The crop is thus grown 
with very ltttle labor, since it requires no 
harvestiog, the roots remaining in the 
ground all winter, and it furnishes suecu- 
lent food for the sows just when it is most 
needed and most difficult to obtain from 
other sources.

The French Government has abolished 
the prohibitions of the importation of 
American hog products into that country. 
The prohibition was established in the 
>, “ing of 1881, on the pretext that Ameri- 
can pork was infested with trichinz, but 
really to benefit French hog raisers. Sev- 
eral other European countries follow the 
example of France, including Germany, 
which had previously been a heavy import- 
er of our products. The result has been 
that in the past two years our exportations 
of hog products have fallen off over six 
hundred million pounds. It is more than 
probable that the action of France will be 
followed by Germany and other countries, 
since it has been found by scientific investi- 
gation that hogs of those countries are in- 
fested with trichniw, the same as are the 
American hog. Without doubt the action 
of the French government has had an influ- 
ence in toning up the prices of pork at the 
present time. iis 

All of our domestic animals are in their 
winter quarters. Are those quarters such 
as the comfort and the health of these ani- 
mals require? Every owner of one of these 
animals may depend upon it that there is 
more importance attached to the matter 
of care and of feed, than to the quality of 
the animal otherwise considered. An ani- 
mal possibilities of the highest 
type of its class never will display those 
qualities to a profitable degree unless 
there i: _sid upon them that care and unre- 











measure of comfort. This leaves nothing 
for the animal to do but to return for this 
just that for which it is kept. In this 
day of intelligence there is no excuse for 
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It was not many years ago, when the idea 
generally prevailed in the country, that ice 
for family use in the summer months was 
one of those luxuries which people in the 
cities might indulge in, but was beyond 
the reach of the farmer. Happily it has 
been now found that a full supply may be 
provided on the farm at small outlay. 
Those who have availed themselves of it 
have come to feel itis one of the necessi- 
ties, rather than a luxury. 4 

With those dairymen who are preparing 
to give their patronage to the butter fac- 
tories it becomes a necessity without ques- 
tion. ‘This, in fact, is the case with sum- 
mer butter makers when the business is 
earried on ina private capacity. No one 
can carry on a successful butter business 
in the summer months without ice. 

We have put up ice for private use for 
several years, and find it a simple matter, 
and requiring but a small outlay, either 
for building or for labor in cutting and 
storing. 

The requirements are simply these: The 
ice must have a roof over it and sawdust 
around it. For a building provide a cheap 
structure and locate it on the north side of 
the other buildings, or where it will be 
shielded in part irom the sun, if conven- 
ient. Many already have, in a shed or 
outbuilding, a space which can be set apart 
for this purpose. In this case all that is te 
be done is to put up the needed partitions 
and the “house” is provided. Remember 
it is not the building which preserves the 
ice, but the sawdust packing around it. 
‘The building affords only shelter and shade. 

The walls of the ice house, or the parti- 
tions in the shed, had best be double, with 
a space twelve inches, or better, eighteen 
inches, filled with sawdust. There must 
be at least two feet of sawdust around the 
ice. All of that encased in the walls re- 
mains there and needs not to be handled 
annually when the ice is put in. No floor 
is wanted. The ground floor of the house 
should be so high that water from the out- 
side will not flow under the ice. Put six 
inches of sawdust on the ground and lay 
the blocks of ice on that. 

Cut the ice the first of the winter, or as 
soon as it gets ten to fourteen inches in 
thickness, and do it in cold weather. 
Eighteen by twenty-four inches is a con- 
venient size to handle. Cut square and 
true, and pack close as possible. Pack the 


space, and cover it ontop a foot deep. 
Leave the jets of the ice house open or 
provide for a free circulation of air over it 
in some other way. If put up in this way 
there will be no trouble about its keeping. 

A block of ice eight feet square and six 
feet high, after it is packed, will give any 
ordinary family all that is needed the sea- 
son thruugh to run a refrigerator and for 
use in the house and by the men in the 
field. If a creamer also is run with ice the 
season through a block twelve feet square 
aod seven feet high should be put up. 
This will be enough where a dozen cows 
are kept. Larger dairies will need more. 
Again we would say the cutting and stor- 
ing will cost less, and the ice will keep 
best, if it be done as soon as the ice is 

Packing Butter in Brine. 

The following method of packing butter 
is clipped from the Prairie Farmer. The 
practice of submerging rolls of butter in 
strong brine is not confined to England, 
though it may not yet have reached west- 
ern practice. Some of our merchants in 
this State have for years been in the prac- 
tice, during the early summer season, 
when more butter was offered on the mar- 
ket than consumption called for, of pu'ting 


but not rolled in muslin. The brine seals

Whilst the 
lawyer and doctor, if they have anything 
to do, are compelled to devote their time to 
the drudgery of their professions, the 
farmer has his long winter evenings, and 
thousands of other seasons of leisure, dur- 
ing which he can read the best writ- 
ers, and whilst treasuring up a stock of 
knowledge, acquire a style of writing and 
talking, a and commanding. 

The best I ever heard were reared 
upon a farm. The idea thata man cannot 
be a public speaker unless he is a lawyer, 
is one of the greatest follies in the world. 
itis true, that practice in that, as in all 
else, tends to perfection, and the lawyer 
having the opportunity, practices more than 
farmers have heretofore done, but the 
young farmer may have, if he will, just as 
good opportunities for forensic effort, as 
any jawyer can have. Farmers’ Clubs and 
Granges, Agricultural Societies and Asso- 
ciations are open to all. Every village, 
town and neighborhood has its temperance 
and other meetings, where young farmers 
and others may practice public speaking if 
they will. Everywhere are the social, 
religious meetings, where the young and 
old may practice speaking in public. And 
just here let me say to our young farmers 
“why not give your attendance upon these 
re us meetings, and take a part also, in 
the services, and follow Christ in talking of 
the beauties and glories of the lilies, of the 
forests, of the fields, of the grass, of the 
new mown hay, and of the former and lat- 
ter rain, as being evidences of the benefi- 
cence, wisdom and goodness of the great 
Creator and Giver of all?’ Aidin taking 
the stiff, the formal, and the dull out of 
these meetings, and make them what the 
should be, entrance rooms to a better world. 

But it is upon distinction or greatness as 
a farmer, that 1 intended to write in this 
paper. The improvements which have been 
made in the manner of farming, in the pro- 
ductiveness of land, in the value of its crops, 
in the excellence and value of stock, of all 
kinds of domestic animals, within the last 
half century, indicates what may be ex- 
pected in the future. It indicates that 

reat improvements are yet in the future. 

Yet no one realizes the possibilities which 
await us. Wesay what has been, may be 
again, but we have every reason to expect 
much more in the future than we have ex- 
perienced in the past. Farmers will learn 
how to raise larger and more valuable 
crops, with less labor than they do now. 

The farms of Maine were very largely, a 
half century ago, forests. They have been 
cleared of the original trees, of the stones, 
the surface has been smoothed down, 
science has come to the aid of experience. 
as to the best methods of preserving and 
increasing the fertility of the soil; roads 
have been made all over the country, pub- 
lic buildings been erected, railroad commu- 
nication been everywhere opened up, and 
the tillers of the soil have now before them 
an opportunity to go on their way rejoicing 
to distinétion, and a greatness which they 
never before had. 

Although it is true that during the sixty- 
three years Maine has been a State, we 
have had but one Governor who was reared 
and lived upon a farm, until he was wanted 
for public sife; and we have sent but few 
farmers to Congress, yet itis not going to 
be so inthe future. Farmers are coming 
to the front, not ignorant or unqualified 
men | do not mean, but men qualified by ed- 
ucation, habits of thought, reading, knowl- 
edge acquired and systematised to transact 
any busimess which may be required of 
them. The time will soop be here when 
men, anxious to acquire only wealth, will 
do it by farming. As things have been, 
95 per cent. of men in trade, fail; 
whilst those engaged in farming never fail. 
A man whose business is farming, and noth- 
ing else, is never bankrupt. ‘There are 
many who farm it under the old system 
who are poor, but that old system is to be 
abandoned, and just in proportion that it is 
ahandoned, and improved systems intro- 
duced, will farmers become wealthy, and 
take their place among the wealthy and 
honored of the State. 

Such it seems to me are the inducements 
for farmers’ boys to remain on the farm, 
and expect that their dearest dreams of am- 
bition will be fully realized. The streams 
of wealth will be turned into their coffers, 
which hitherto have flown in a different 
The honor and applause of the 
world will hereafter be governed largely, 
by educated, skillful and successful ftarm- 
ers. ‘This will, in the future, be the depo- 
sition of the beauties of natare, and the 
Great men, eminent men, 
eloquent men, honored men and famous 
men will come forth from the homes of 
farmers, “to govern men and guide the 
State.” Let the young men of Maine who 
are so fortunate as to be born on a farm, 
stick to the farm. Of course all cannot be 
great in political life. at the bar, in the 
counting-room, nor in the thousand other 
honorable walks of life, which are open to 
all qualified aspirants. But every boy can 
be great upon his farm. He can distinguish 
himself if he will, in raising greater crops, 
in having finer and more valuable stock, 
smooth and beautiful fruit-bearing or- 
chards and vines, lovely and pleasant 
homes, where the sons may be as plants 
grown up in their youth, and hters 
corner stones, polished after the similitude 
of a palace.

The Oecropia Moth. 


This magnificent moth, the largest found 
in our State, was first scientifically described 
by Linneus, the great Swedish naturalist, 
in 1758, in the tenth edition of his Systema 
Nature. He named the insect Bombyx 
Cecropia, but in a revision of the genera by 
later naturalists, it has been placed in a 
different genus and is now known by the 
name of Piatysamia Cecropia, and if we 
adopt common names at all, the one which 
I have 2s at the head of this article may 
be 


This royal moth is paratively 
and has been sent to me from different 
parts of the State with the desire that | 
should publish an account of it. Notwith- 
standing it is so common, it has never been 
abundant enough to do any considerable 
amount of damage, nor do | think it ever 
will, so that it may be regarded as an object 
of curiosity and interest rather than a pest. 

The Cecropia moth has been found feed- 
ing on the leaves of no less than forty-nine 
different species of plants, among which 
may be mentioned apple, cherry, plum, 
pear, currant, blackberry, elm, lilac, maple, 
birch and willow. There is little doubt 
that such a general feeder will yet be found 
eating many other plants than those already 
reported. 

This insect expands from five to seven 
inches, and is of a rich brown color, shaded 
with red on the fore wings. Near the mid- 
die of each wing is a kidney-shaped, white 
spot, shaded more or less with red, and 
margined with black. A wavy, dull-red 
band crosses the wings, edged inside with 
white. The outer edge of the wings are 
of a pale, silky brown, with wavy, black 
lines, and on the fore wings, near the base, 
is a curved, white and biack line, and near 
the tip is an eye-like spot with a bluish- 
white crescent. 

The perfect moths fly only in the night 
and are on the wing in this state during the 
latter part of June. After the sexes unite 
the females deposit their eggs in pairs on 
the underside of the leaves. These eggs 
are nearly globular, about one-tenth of an 
inch in diameter, of a reddish color, and 
stuck to the leaves by a peculiar secretion. 
Several nights are required tor the female 
to deposit her eggs which number more 
than a hundred, and these hatch in a week 
or ten days. ‘he larva eats its way out of 
the shell and then devours the remnant of 
it, after which it commences on the leaves 
of the food plant. At this time the larva 
is all black, and armed with spines over the 
whole body. It isa voracious feeder and 
grows rapidly and from time to time 
ruptures its outer skin which it throws off. 
At each of these melts the larva changes 
its appearance and color,,until it reaches 
its full growth. It is now nearly four 
inches long, of a bluish green color with 
numerous warts or tubercies. There is a 
pair of these warts on the top of the third, 
and also on the fourth segment of the body, 
which are of a bright red color, with black 
spines. Some of the remaining warts are 
blue, while the rest are yellow. 

When these larvae occur on small trees, 
they may devour so many of the leaves ae 
to injure them, but they are so large and 
conspicuously colored, that they are easily 
seen and may be cleared by hand picking. 

When the larva is done feeding, it usually 
seeks some small twig where it spins its 
large brownish colored cocoon. After the 
fall of the leaves, these cocoons are con- 
spicuous objects and should then be re- 
moved. If, however, they remain undis- 
turbed till the next June, they emerge, the 
sexes pair, and the females lay their eggs 
for another gene: o 

These insects do not eat anything in the 
perfect state, but as soon as the function of 
reproduction is performed they all die. 

One would suppose from the number of 
eggs which these insects lay, and the va- 
riety of food plants, that they would in- 
crease to an alarming extent, but alas for 
Cecropia! she has a long list of enemies. 
Besides the larger insectivorous birds, 
which destroy the larvae as well as the 
perfect moths, small birds pick off the eggs 
from the leaves, and also the young larvae. 
There are also insect jes in ider- 
able numbers, belonging to the Diptera” 
or flies, and others to the ‘“‘Hymenoptera,” 
ee the Ichneumon. These insects 
deposit their eggs on the larvae, and in a 
short time they hatch and eating their way 
into the tissues of their host, destroy the 
life of it.

Colt Trotting from Maine to Oalifornia. 


CONCLUDED FROM LasT WEEK. 


I now come_to the meeting of the Ken- 
tucky Breeders Association at Lexington, 
Ky., in October, at which occurred the most 
remarkable colt trotting of the year now 
so rapidly drawing to a close, and at which 
the three-year-old and four-year-old records 
were both beaten. is meeting had been 
looked forward to with much interest, as 
the most prominent of the ‘Palo Alto” 
rep ves were to meet the “pick and 
flower” of the Kentucky breeders, upon 
the very threshold of the “blue grass 
country.” On October 9th, the stakes for 
two-year-olds was trotted and resulted in a 
fast race, won in straight heats by C. F. 
Clay, of which the foliowing is a summary : 

LEXINGTON, Oct. 9.—Stakes for two-year-olds; 
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The second race was a most remarkable 
one in many respects, warmly contested 
throughout, and finally won by a four- 
year-old after seven heats had been trotted. 
Maud Messenger, who won the first two 
heats, and was sold after the race to a New 
York party for $4,000, was purchased at a 
colt sale, as a yearling for twelve dollars, 
by a young man who developed her speed, 
and sold her at the above price. The race 
is described by the Turf, Field & Farm as 
one of the best of the year. 

in the 2.23 class the contestants were 
Maud M , Tucker and the four- 
year-old daughter of Cuyler, Day Dream. 
The time made took nearly every one by 
surprise. In the first heat Maud Messenger 
was pulledto a walk before crossing the 
score, and the watches stopped at 2.21%;. 
Day Dream was second and l'ucker bareiy 
Suved his distance. In the second heat the 
finish between ‘I'ucker and Maud Messenger 
was close and exciting. ‘he mare had the 
best of it by a neck in 2.20, and Day Dream 
was as good as 2.21. ‘he third heat was 
won by Tucker in 2.194g, Maud breaking 
down the homestretch. ‘I'he half was trotted 
in 1.0734, and the three-quarters in 1.43}¢ 
The fourth heat, after a sharp strugygie, 
was captured by Tucker in 2.20/4, and then 
darkness put an end 0 the race. Wednes- 
day morning it was dollars to cents that 
Day Dream would win neither first nor 
second money. ‘he weather was warm in 
the afternoon and the track a trifle slower 
than on the previous day. Day Dream 
came out looking well, and the send off for 
the fifth heat was even. Maud ,Messenger 
went to the front on the first turn, and she 
held her advantage at the half in 1.0934. 
Day Dream broke in climbing the hill, bu: 
settled, and was on even terms with Maud 
Messenger at the three-quarter pole. ‘I'he 
clip from there to the wire was such a 
merry one that Maud and Tucker went into 
the air and Day Dream crossed the score in 
2.2134. Jt was a great record for a four- 
year-vid which had been worked compara- 
tively little, and Mr. McFerran swung his 
broad-brimmed white hat with the impul- 
sive ardor of a boy,and raised a shout 
Friends crowded around him to congratu- 
late him, and he remarked with a jubilant 
air that he would hurry the other two 
horses more than he had done or he would 
go on and win the race. In the sixth heat 
Day Dream went to the quarter pole in 3459 
seconds, and to the half in 1.09}9. In breast- 
ing the hill she made a disastrous break, 
and the friends of Glenview conceded the 
battle lost. But Fuller settled the young 
chestnut with rare skill,and drove a mas- 
terly finish. He closed the gap, ‘carried 
Maud Messenger off her feet, and then 
Tucker staggered and broke, and Day 
Dream shot under the wire in 2.2244. It 
was a great effurt, and the crowd was 
moved to cheers. Maud's time was 2.223. 
Each horse now had two heats, and the 
situation was full of interest. The scoring 
was a trifle tedious; but when the word 
was given the horses were head and head. 
Day Dream cut out the work, going to the 
quarter in 35 seconds, and to the half in 
1.10. She left her feetat the hill, dropped 
back, but caught, closed the gap, and trotied 
Maud and Tucker off their legs, and walked 
under the wire in 2.25. Up went the Mc- 
Ferran hat again, and the world was hardly 
big enough to hold the owner of Cuyler. 
He had the news promptly telegraphed to 
Glenview, and that night the stallion which 
had been sneered at as a failure took on 

riceless value. With Algath, Elvira and 

ay Dream to his credit this year, Cuyler 
makes a grand showing. Day Dream is a 
shade r 15.2, and she was so badly out 
of sorts in the spring that she was booked 
to Nutwood. Fuller pleaded so strongly 
for her that she was put im training the 
fore part of July, and now she has 4 four- 
year-old record of 2.213;. She trots with- 
out toe weights, is not flighty, and has 
shown that she can repeat.

while there are obvious reasons why the 
trotting of colts of this age will always be 
attended with many drawbacks in this State, 
there is no valid reason why we should not 
make a much more respectable showing 
than we have yet done, with the material 
we have at hand. It was formerly argued 
that two-year-olds, could not be made to 
trot fast enough to injure them, but when a 
colt of that age trots in 2.21, that argument 
fails, and the temptation to over-trot them at 
this tender age, is a consideration that does 
not attach to older horses. Colts of all 

8, when speeding, should always be 

en back, before they are ready to come 
back themselves, just as a man should 
always get up from the dinner table, feel- 
ing that he could eat a little more, instead 
of having eaten a little too much. 

As a matter of fact, there were never so 
many promising trotting-bred colts in 
Maine, as now, and among owners of the 
many untried sires in this State the induce- 
ment is great, to see their produce engaged 
in stakes, as early as possible, that they 
may publicly demonstrate the value of 
their stock, while breeders can always find 
a ready sale for precocious youngsters, 
euch as the two-year-old colt by General 
Withers, sold at the recent State Fair for 
$1200. But the public form shown by colts 
of this age throughout the country, for the 
past few years, has proven that we are 
sadly ‘‘behind the times,” especially with 
trotting on the Pacific coast, and the state- 
ment has been publicly made, that Gov. 
Stanford has on his ranch at “Palo Alito,” 
twenty, two-year-olds, that can trot in 2 35, 
or better, and fifteen yearlings that can 
beat three minutes 

In California, Wildflower has the best-on- 
record for two-year-olds, 2 21, while Bonita 
has a record of 2.24'¢, Fred Crocker, 2.25}¢,

The colts have got to be bred right, to 
begin with, for no amount of training to 
which a yearling could be subjected, would 
enable them to trot in 2.3645, a two-year- 
old in 2.21, or a three-year-old in 2.193, if 
it was not just as natural for them to trot, 
as it was to breathe, the moment they were 
able to follow their dams. Young ducks 
will “take to the water” as soon as they 
are “out of the shell,” even if the eggs 
were set under a hen, just as good colts, if 
bred and fed here the same as elsewhere, 
will approximate more closely to the “best 
on record,” even if raised among the snow- 
banks of Maine. | believe the time was 
never more opportune than now to con- 
tinue the ‘Colt Stakes,” and also to offer 


every encouragement to colt-trotting at 
our State and County fairs. Breeders want 
to know whether the ‘first honors” 


awarded to the sires they have patronized 
have been worthily bestowed, notably as in 
the case of Glenarm, who has just beer 
awarded the “blue ribbon” at the Maine 
State Fair, so often worn by his sire before 
him. There area multitude of well-bred 
young sires in this State, who have yet to 
“win their spurs,” and among whom a 
friendly rivalry exists, which can be best 
promoted and continued through the agen- 
cy of the colt stakes, which have already 
proved so very successful elsewhere. 

it is patent to any one intending to trot 
their colts at an early age, that they should 
not only breed into families in which the 
speed lines blend so harmoniously that 
their produce are natural trotters when 
foaled, but that they should also be foaled 
as early in the season as the climate and 
surroundings willaliow. If it is intended 
to raise road, business, family or work 
horses, these considerations fail, and their 
importance becomes secondary to the ob- 
ject in view; but first find out what it is 
wanted, and then patronize such sires and 
dams as most fully represent the qualities 
it is intended to reproduce. The cold and 
even temperature of our winter months, 
present some advantages to us in breaking 
and training colts, that are not possessed 
by other localities, and the innumerable 
ponds and rivers of our State will soon be 
in a safe and convenient condition for a 
winter campaign. I believe that within 
proper limits, it will always be for our 
interest to encourage colt-trotting in Maine, 
and that from just such small beginnings 
as we have already made, arise to the dig- 
nity of worthy and successful competitors 
with breeders in all the States, from the 
“rock beund” coast of Maine, to the “golden 
gates” of California.

The Great Canal. 


In regard to the work on the great canal 
across the isthmus of Panama, and the 
rogress that is being made there, the New 
Came Times-Democrat of a recent date 
hasthe following: ‘he total length of the 
canal is 74 kilometres, from the Atlantic 
to its mouth in the Pacific, at the islands 
Naos and Flamenco. it is divided into 12 
sections, the most important of which are 
those of Colon, Gorgona, Obispo, Empera- 
dor, Culebra and Paraiso. These united 
sections employ daily 30 steam excavators, 
40 locomotives and 800 tip wagons. There 
are 90,000,000 cubic metres to be excavated. 
The grand cutting, about two-thirds of 
which has already been excavated, is the 
cutting between Obispo and Paraiso. The 
toree employed upon the work is upward 
of 10,000 men, and the excavation up to the 
15th of October amounted to more than 
2,500,000 cubic metres. During these lat- 
ver months of the bad season the excava- 
tions have amounted to about 350,000 
metres per month. This figure wiil be 
quintupied during the fine season, which 
sin D ber, and next year

at work, and the excavations will amount 
to 4,000,000 metres per month. ‘The work- 
ing force will be augmented, and will form 
a total of 15.000 men. At Colon the port 
works are nearly complete. The terre 
blein, with the breakwater, destined to les- 
sen the effect of the heavy seas at the en- 
trance of the canal, is finished. An entire 
town has appeared there, with a collection 
of workshops, warehouses and connecting 
railways for the reception and distribution 
of the material. The earth or the terre 
blein was taken from Monkey hill, where a 
great cutting has been specially opened 
with the object of filling up the lagoons at 
the bottom of the bay of Colon to improve 
the sanitary condition. The first of the 
120 horse power machines between Colon 
and Gatan, a distance of nine kilometres, 
is in full blast and is able to excavate 
enormous quantity of 6000 metres per diem, 
to be paid at the rate of f.1 per 50 cubic 
metres. ‘Tbe Pacific opening between the 
mouth of the Rio Grande and Paraiso is 
contracted for by the Franco-American 
Trading Company. The first machine of 
the American system will commence work 
in a few days, and will be supplemented 
by others, which will be necessary to fin- 
ish this part of the canal in two years asa 
maximum from Gatan to Bahia Soldado. 
On the Atlantic side, the company are 
working two machines, furnishing a mini- 
mum of 4000 cubic metres per diem.
